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INTRODUCTION 


N 


so young a country as ours it takes no great 
retrospect to see the beginning of its art and to 
mark the successive advances that have brought 
architecture to the position it now holds. These 
advances have been no chance happenings, but 
on the contrary they have required the conscious 
effort of not only individual members of the 
profession but also of the Architectural Associations of the 
country, who have kept their ideals before them with sufficient 
clearness and have used them with sufficient force to make their 
influence felt—to direct the course of individuals and of munici¬ 
palities towards that which is of lasting value in Architecture. 
After all, progress has ever come in the wake of the idealist, 
who with the goal always a little ahead of him and never quite 
reached, has pursued his ideal enthusiastically and with un¬ 
doubting faith in its value to men, blazing the way that others 
might follow. 

Thus has Architectural development arrived at a point where 
real art—the artistic expression of things as they are—has 
recognition as an essential, element of life—even of commercial 
life. Since it is established that commerce is the backbone of 
this republic, architects as a body have done wisely in choosing 
to proceed with the current of this fact instead of struggling 
against it, recognizing that such an art as theirs must reach out 
and take its place on those terms. 

Year by year the Washington Architectural Club has endeav¬ 
ored to do its part in Washington, to throw the weight of its 
influence toward a larger, fuller solution of the local problems 
that have arisen, and by its annual exhibitions to focus public 
attention on the best contemporary work. It has addressed itself 
to the public with the full knowledge that the end in view cannot 
be reached by its own efforts alone, and that there must be a 
response from the representative people of the city. The club 
aims at no theoretical, impossible El Dorado of art, but at the 
solid, business-like and sane solution of the problems that face 
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every thinking citizen, whether he be one with large financial and 
personal interests at stake or one whose only interests can be a 
better view and a more thorough realization of the possibilities 
that the National Capital presents. 

Here, if anywhere, the opportunities for artistic expression are 
large; the solutions are before us and there is needed only the 
continued steady pressure of the architectural profession and a 
little more support and confidence on the part of the public. 

The exhibition of 1908 marks one more advance and adds only 
another assurance that the employment of good architecture is a 
sound policy, whether it be in the design of a modest dwelling or 
in the layout of a great city, and that the architectural profession 
while taking the layman on his own terms, can infuse into his life 
an element that is surely worth while.
